In pursuance of your instructions, I pro 
cseded to the Cavrick Range upon tire 11th 
inst.atit, and from that date until the 21i'd 
instant I was engaged in taking rougli levels ; 
first from the low .saddle on the Ctriick 
Range (close to tlie main road from the 
Nevis) to the road leading to the Royal 
Standard claim ; and then frotn the saddle 
to a point upon the Coal Creek sufficiently 
high to permit of water being broiigiit from 
that point over the saddle. I also measured 
along the course that a race would probably 
have to be taken between those jujints. 

I found that the difference in level, after 
allowing a fall of eight feet to the mile, would 
permit of water being brought from the saddle 
to a point on the road leading to the Royal 
Standard claim about two and a half miles 
above the Heart of Oak and Elizabeth claims, 
close to and at a level of about thirty feet 
above where the road turns off sharp to the 
right to enter the Royal Standard claim. Tiie 
distance from the saddle to the ro.id will be 
about six and a halt miles. The ground ap- 
peared to be good all the way for bringing a 
race over, witli the exception of a few feet 
of rock in three or four places, which will 
have to be flumed round, unless the water is 
allowed to drop a few feet in order to go be- 
low them.

Will the public never understaud that the 
only guarantee flicy can liavo tliat tlioy will 
Im luincstly and sltilfnlly treated, is tlie fact 
that the persvui to wh'.ua they apply for ad- 
vice is a legally-i]tiaiified medical man, who 
has devoted his time to the branch of practice 
for wliich tlie patient is seeking aid ? 
Secondly, that his long rcsineuce in the place, 
and Ills position, is at least a guarantee of tlie 
esriniatioii in wliich ho is liekl by his fellow- 
citizens.
